Reuben A pplezate, fifty-nine years old, mate of the 
China ship Gov. Goodwin, arrived at this port a week 
ago, and put up at Andrew S. Lindberg’ssailors’ board- 
ing-house at 5 Peck slip, where he bad lodged when- 
ever his vessel was in this port fur the past twenty 
years. Applegate was in goal spirits on Saturday, 
March 14,and when (Charley Mitchell, the puzilist, 
called on the lodging-house keeper’s family, he ex- 
pressed a desire to put on the gloves with Mitchell. 
Rising from the table, he patted Miss Lindberg on the 
head and told ber he was going out to have some fun. 
Applegate went somewhere and dressed himself in 
women’s clothes. He put ona calico skirt and waist 
and a bonnet. and bung a basket filed with apples on 
hisarm. His hair was long and curly, and, his face 
being clean shaven, he might bave passed for an old 
woman. ; 

About 8 o’clock he was going along Water street in 
this dress, oflering his apples for sale to every comer. 
He had a cargo of rum abosrd. At Dover strect, on 
the southeast corner of Water, he ran into the South 
street gang, who were rollicking in front of an unten- 
anted house. The boys guyed old Applegate and 
buffeted bim around a good deal. Fisally he _ hia 
temper. ; 

The statements of the police and bystanders do not 





agree as to what followed. James Hines, of 25 Cherry 


street, Says that Applegate slapped an overgrown boy 
across the tace. One of the boy’s companions thea 
struck Applegate on the head, and he fell over back- 
ward, his-head striking against the curb. While the 
old man lay on the sidewalk the boy he had slapped 
went up and kicked him in the side. Then both boys 
rap away, and the group of ten or twelve scattered. 
Hines says he helped Applegate to his feet, tore off a 
pi-ce of his skirt, and bound up a wound 1n his neck, 
which was bleeding profusely. Two youngsters said 
they knew where Applegate lived, and went away, 
leading him. . 

Patrick Downey, of 32 Cherry street, told a similar 
story. A man in the dingy lodging-house on the op- 


posite corner says he saw Applegate’s antics trom the» 


window. After the sailor was picked up from his fall 
he saw him tear off bis disguise. His apples were 
strewed in the street, and the boys gathered them up 
and ate them. 

A while after the occurrence Policeman Gilligan 
heard that there had been a street disturbance, and ar- 
rested Joseph J. Conroy, nineteen years old, of 336 
Pear! street, on a charge of disorderly conduct. Con- 
roy paid $5 fine and was released. 

Miss Lindberg, the lodging-house keeper’s dauzhter, 
says that Applegate came in about 8'¢ o’clock on Satur- 
day evening bareheaded and in bis shirt-sleeves. A 
wound in the back of his head was bleeding, anc his 
face was blackened and bruised. He said he’d be: n in 
@ fight and got the worst of it. He went to the pump 
in the yard and washed off the blood, and then went 
up stsirstobed. At breakfast next daya man who 
had slept in the same room said that Applegate had 
raved all night. Miss Lindberg went upto his room 
at noon. He was breathing heavily and seemed to be 
dying. He was taken to Chambers Street Hospital. 
House Surgeon Davison sent back word to the police 
that Applegate’s skull was fractured at the base and 
be might die at any moment. 

On Sunday Policemen Dean and Ahearn Icft the sta- 
tion-house in plain clothes to make arrests. They 
caught Conroy again in Peck slip, and locked him up. 
An bow later they espied James Reardun and Jerry 
Kenny,and gave chase. Kenny ran through Ferry, 
Cliffand Pearl streets,and Ahearn fired four pistol- 
shots after sim. At Franklin square he Cartured him. 
Reardon also was cauzht. 

Kenny is nineteen years old, and lives at 10 Madison 
street. Reardon is sixtcen and lives at 316 Pearl 
street, with his cousin, & fireman. Ile is an orphan. 
Tlis guardian said be would show that he was not en- 

aged in the es, but wasina saloon when it oc- 
c 1rred, 

A piece of lead ‘ihe a foot long, weighing one and a 
half pounds, and of the kind used in drawing ale, was 
taken from Conroy’s pocket. Capt. Webb thinks that 
Applegate was struck with some such weapon. 

Mate Applegate is unmarried. His mothe? lives in 
Auanue City, N. J. He ran away from home thirty- 
five years ago to become a sailor. He has becn mate 
on the Gov. Goodwin five years, and the last time he 
was in this port was in 1881. Ie is well known by sea- 
men along South street asi an eccentric old seafarer.

John McAuliffe, amateur champion light-weight 
boxer of America, was born in Vork, Ireland, March 
21, 1966, arriving in America at the age of five. His 
first appearance in public was made on August 3, 1884, 
at Wm. MadJen's Athletic Hall, New York, in a box- 
ing,tournament fur the light-weight amateur cham- 
piozship of America, on which occasion he defeated 
Mike Leary. of Newark, N. J.,in four rounds, Leary 
relesing to come to time for the fifth. He was next 
paired with J. J. McGinty, and after boxing three bot 
geunds, in which he held bis own, under advice of. his 
seeonds withdrew, weizhing 115 pounds to his antago- 
nist’s 140 pounds, being too heavy a handicap for him. 
#3 next appearance was on August 28, 1884, in the 
same place, for a medal given by Wm. Madden em- 
blematic of the amatear feather-weight championship 
of Ame-ica. There were six competitors. The condi- 
tions were three rounds of 3 minutes each and one of 
4 minutes, Chas. Mitchell being referee. He was first 
Paired with Patsy Hogan. of New York, whom he 
d- feated in one round, lasting 1 minute. H. Whitney 
was his next victim, one round being sufficient to con- 
vince him tbat he was no match for Mac. The final 
bout between himself and Geo. Kline, amateur f-ath- 
er-weight champion of Long Island, was postponed for 
one week until Pop Whittaker’s benefit at Clarendon 
Hall, on which night the hall was crowded. The men 
Were in good condition, and after four well-contested 
rounds the referee ordered another, at the conclusion 
of which McAuliffe’s superiority was so apparent that 
Mitcheli awarded bim the medal. Shortly after this 
he issued a challenge to box any amaieur feather 
weight in America for the championship and a trophy 
of not less than $50 in value. This chailenge remained 
unanswered, but was the means of making a match 
between himself and J. Karcher, of Brooklyn, Kar- 
cher being @ novice and weighing 150 pounds. They 





“heavy weight, O’Conner, 
- had distinguished himself in a plucky battle a few 








agrecd to box to a finish, Queensberry rules. Benny 
McMahon was referee. The battle came off on the 
morning of Oct. 19, 1884. After a stubborn contest of 
seventeen rounds, lasting 1 hour and 8 minutes, Kar- 
cher’s seconds threw up the sponge, their man being 
unable to continue. His next appearance was in a 
tournament for light weights at a benefit given to 
Thos. Delaney by the Gramercy Athletic Club, on Dec. 
27,1884. There were four entries, Frank Crysler being 
reteree. Two ot the four withdrew, leaving the cun- 
test between J. Patterson and McAuliffe. It took 
Patterson two rounds to find out that he had vo busi- 
ness there. The special prize which the Gramercy 
Athletic Club offered and which Mr. Delaney pledged 
himzelf to fucnish if the club did not, has not heey 
received by Mr. McAuliffe todate. Following bis fight 
for Jack Dempsey’s medal came the tournament of the 
Kinzs County Athletic Club for a gold watch valued at 
$100 and the championsmp. Ont of six entries but two 
showed up—J. Farrell and J. McAu:iffe, Farrell being 
5 pounds overweight. McAuliffe bad a walk-over tor 
the watch. On Feb, 21, 1835, McAuliffe won the ligat- 
weight boxing tournament for 12+pound amateurs, 
given by Jack Dempsey and Billy Maden, at Athletic 
Hall, in East Thirteenth street. The prize was a gol 
medal valued at $150. Sixteen sparrers entered. The 
conditions were four rounds, Marquis of Queensberry 
rules. He defeated Harry Isaacs ani Jack Ruddy.

Jack Couper, champion boxer of So!h Africa, ar- 
rived here two months ago, and intends remaining ip 
this country-fér a few months before returning. He 
won the championship of South Africa two years ago, 
when he defeated, with bare knuckles, John Cover- 
wellyweizhing 226 pounds, the fight being, for £330 a 
side.: #¥e thén challenged any man in South Africa to 
stand up four 32-minute rounds, Marquis of Q:cens- 
berry, fur tbe receipts of the house. Three mon at- 
tempted to stand up before the champion, out of which 
only one was successful, he being the ex-champion, 
Jobn Coverwell, the hero of twenty fights, most of 
them for big stakes. A middle-weight pugilist, Mc- 
Ginnis, was knocked out with a right-hand punch in 
the jaw the first round, in the attempt tostand up tbe 
specified time, and was carried off the stage insensin!c. 
The other who also tried to face the champion wasa 
weighing 190 pounds, who 





years previous, when he fought D. Greenfield for 
three and a half hours, when the fight ended in a 
draw. O’Connor fared little better than McGinnis, be 
being knocked clean out in the second round, being 
utterly deaf to the call of time. 

Couper weighs in condition about 144 pounds, stands 
5 feet 65g inches in height, and is very powerfully built. 
His age is twenty-seven years. He isa pupil of Bat 
Mullins, London, who wanted to back him against 
any man six pounds heavier than Couper in Eng- 
land. Shortly after Couper’s arrival in this country 
he was matchéd to box Jim Fell fora purse. Thecon- 
test was to have been decided at the Alhambra, 108 
West Eighteenth street, New York, but the authori- 
ties stopped it. ‘On the tollowing morning they fought 
in an up-town hall and Fell won. Couper proved he 
was a scientific game pugilist, but he was handicapped, 
Fell being taller and nearly 40 pounds heavier, and 
also more of a veteran.

On Bended Knees He Begs Forgiveness of His 
Wite.

The police court-room, Albany, was packed with 
curious peopie, March 12, and the corridors were also 
thronged. Joseph K. Einmet, the well-known actor, 
was the attraction. Those who bad samired “Fritz” 
Emmet at the Opera House came to see him in 
another role. It had been noised about that a row had 
occurred in bis Boulevard palace the nigist before, and 
he was arrested for assault-on the complaint of his wife 
und son. lt was not the tirst time that “Fri:z” bad 
appearel before Justice Ciute, and the crowds we.e 
drawn there expecttug to see a repetition of the old 
scenes enacted. In this they were disappointed. 

It was already known that the actor was on another 
protracted spree. Canceling bis engagements in Pitts- 
burg and Cincinnati he returned to Albany on the 
preced.ng Tuesday, and remained at his home on the 
Boulevard until morning, when he went down town 
and resumed his potations. Hearing that his son Joe 
bad t¢en secretly married, he went home enraged and 
boisterous. -He threatened his wife and son, and 
about 9 o’clock started for young Joe’s room to thrash 
him for marrying without his permission. He found 
his son in bed and commenced ‘to upbraid him for his 
marriage. Young Emmet denied that he was mar 
ried, which only infuriated bis father, and, fearing 
violence, the son leaped from his ted, struck his 
father and escaped from his bedroom. Iafficd in bis 
attempt to chastise bis namesake, * Ffitz” jumped into 
the drag that had brought him home and went down 
town. Meanwhile Mrs. Emmet bad gone to a neigh- 

7’s house and telephoned to Police Headquarters for 
protection. Capt. Davidson met the actor on the 
street and took him to the Second precinct station. 
Emmet was bleeding profusely from a cut over the lett 
temple, apparently made by a blunt instrument sup- 
posed to have bcen the but-end of a revolver. His 
wife and son having lodged acomplaint against him 
he was locked up to await examination. A physician 
was called to dress his wound, but Emmet would not 
permit him toattendtoit. He spenta sleepicss night, 
heaping invectives on the members of his family who 
bad caused his imprisonment. 

A stylish colash, drawn by a pair of black horses 
with brass-mounted harness, stopped in front of the 
Tioward street entrance of the cily building at 9 
o’clock’on the morning of the 12th. A riculy attired 
woman, enveloped in sealskin, carrying a care-worn 
face, and whose hair was sprinkled with gray, hastily 
alighted. She was followed by a young man with 
c.ear-cut features, who was bundled in a fur trimmed 
overcoat. The crowd quickly recognized them as Mrs. 
Elizabeth Emmet and Joe K. Emmet, Jr. After a 
trief consultation with Chief Willard they took their 
places in the court-room. 

Fimally the actor was brought in. He presented a 
pitiable appearance, anJ was as uniike the ‘ Fritz” 
who had-made them all laugh as could possibly be 
imagined. The left side of his face, (rom his forehead 
down, was covered with congealed tilvod. His chin 
and upper lip hai not been shaven in days, and made 
his swollen, bloated face look all the more unprepos 








sessing. His attire was dirty and so were his face and | 


hands. The curly bair was matted and filthy. 

He promptly recognized his wife and son, who were 
sitting iu a corner. Taking two steps, he sank dra- 
matically on his knees in front of them, and, clasping 
an arm about each, exclaimed : 

“Oh! my God! My wife and son, what have I done 
to you both, whom I love so welt?” 

Then he broke into a fit of sobbing, while his wife 
smoothed his hair witb her band, and the son took his 
hand, and each whispered words of encourazement. 
Emmet continued to moan and bewail the sorrow he 
had caused, until the son rose and went to the other 
room. Emmet then took the vacated seat and clasp- 
ing bis wife with both arms, pressed her lovingly to 
him and kissed her on the brow. 

She wiped away his tears and assured him that no 
steps would be taken except for his good. Emmet con- 
tinued to rock to and fro, sobbing piteously and ex- 
claiming: 

“Oh, my God! what have 1 d»ne!” and pleading to 
be taken home. There was a consultation between 
Justice Clute and the wife and son while Emmet went 
to the wash-basin to make himself more presentable. 
His pipe was lighted, and he was composing bimselt 
when Capt. Davidson entered and called:

The actor quickly followed, and, entering the ca- 
lash, the reunited family were driven home, with De- 
tective Dwyer seated in the actor’s lap. The charge 
against bim was withdrawn on his solemn promise 
not to attempt any further violence.

Mr. Bluhm’s first contest was in the winter of 1969, 
at. the West Side Rink, in Chicago, for the champion- 
ship of the Northwest. The other contestants were 
Wm. Wilard, Jas. Allison, Wm. Young, Charles 
Smith and Elwin Cook. The match was won by Wm. 
Willard. Second prize was awarded to Bluhm. The 
same year, at the Wabash Avenue Rink, South Side, 
he was again defeated by Willard. The second prize, 
a silver watcb, was awarded to Bluhm. After this 
match his friends were very much dissatistied with tbe 
decision of the judges, and presented him with a band- 
some medal. 

On Jan. 8, 1870, he was awarded an elegant gold- 
headed cane and the championship of America for 
comic skating. 

On Jan. 20, 1870, he was presented with a leather 
medal, on which was inscribed “Champion Comic 
Skater of America, presented by the Leather Band, 7” 

and inlaid with silver. 

Feb. 4, tbe same year, he entered in a contest for 
the championship of the Nurthwest at Milwaukee, 
Wis. The other contestants were Ben Serry, J. Wes 
ton, H. Gardner, G. Gintz and two uthers. He won 
this match, beating Ben Serry three points, He was 
the champion of Wisconsin at that time. 

Tle was challenzed for the medal] acd the champlton- 
ship by Wm. Ives, George Owens and Wm. Little, of 
Springfield; Lew Robinson and Al. Blanchard, of 
Chicago. The match took place at Springfield. 
Bluhm was first again, George Owers second, Al. 
Blanchard third. 

He then gave exhibitions of comic and fancy skat- 
ing at Lacrosse, Janesville, Fon Du Lac, Oshkosh, 
Greenbay and Watertown, Wis., rinks, also at Grand 
Rapids, Flint, Niles and Kalamazoo, Mich. 
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Saginaw, Flint, Toledo, Columbus, Cleveland and - 


Akron. This was the year of the fire. 

In 1872 Bluhm skated at Re.iwing, Stillwater, North- 
field, Minneapolis and St. Paul, and a return engage 
ment to Minneapolis; had an interest in the Chicago 
West Side Rink the same year. 

Tn 1873 he had an interest in the Exposition Rink in 
Chicago. and during that winter gave exhibitions on 
stilt-skates standing 18 inches high, weighing 12 
pounds, made of polished steel, presented bin by the 
Exposition Company. He also gave exhibitions at 
Milwaukee and Laport, Ind. 

In 1875 he accepted the management ot the Milwau- 
kee Rink, and deciined offers for exvidition engage- 
ments. In the years 1876, 1877, 1878 and 1879 he was pro- 
prietor and manager of the Milwaukee Rink. 

In 1884 Messrs. Woodside & Morgan opened a rink 
in Chicago. They ottered a gold meéal for the cham- 
pionship of the Nortawest. Tney advertised J. M. 
Cook, Al. Blanchard and B:iuhm as contestants, and 
open toany one in the Northwest. J. M. Cook re- 


‘fused to skate, and Blulm’s only. opponent was Al. 


Blanchard. The medal was awarded to, Bluhm, which 
he wears at present, syeec!

Amos J. Cummings, the well-known. journalist and 
founder of the Sun’s reputation, is, among other 
things, an admirable sporting reporter. His first 
Sporting reports were written in.1867, when he reported 
the Saratoga races for the New York: 7¥ivune. The 
reports attracted the attention of George Wilkes, who 
ascertained the name of the writer an@:paid him §40 to 
write a summary of the season at Saratoga for Wilkes’ 
Spirit of the Times. Mr. Cummings afterward wrote 
for the Sun a description of the great race between 
Longfellow and Helmbold, which was widely copied.

Mr. Cummings has reported” many prise fights and 
cock fights for. the Sun, and notably,the fiasco between 
Mace and O' Baldwin in West Virginia; and between 
Mace and Coburn in Canada. His descriptions of the 
glove contest between Mitchell and. Sdlivan, Slade 
ang Sullivan, Mitchell and Edwards, and similar set- 
tos, show that he is as skillful in making sporting re- 
ports asin reports of political‘ conventions, murder 
trials and otber events to which he is more frequently 
assigned, 


A GHASTLY CRIME.IN cilcenis. 


The horrible story telegraphed is codfirmed by ad- 
vices to Santa Fe direct from Las Norias, where Jose 
Gallegos, an insane: Mexican, killed his own family 
and Miguel Montano. A Mexican man and woman 
found dead near Gallegos’ ranch are also believed to 
be the crazy man’s victims. Cresencio Lucero, Galle- 
gos’ grandson, organized a posse of twenty men, went 
to Gallegos’ residence, surrounded the house, and capt- 
ured the lunatic without resistance. He was led out- 
side of the bouse, aud, as Lorenzo Montano says: 

“A shower of builets as from heaven riddled his 
worthless body.” 

Asthe party approached the house they saw the 
murderer’s wife and ten-year-old daughter lying per- 
fectly nude near the building. The daughter hada 
bullet-hole in her breast, and the wife Iay upon her 
back displaying a ghastly hole in the bead from which 
the brains oozed. Both of her breasts had been cut 
entirely from the body. asif the fiend had done what 
he could to make the sufferings of his victim as terri- 
ble as possible. The party wert into the house and 
found the murderer’s son, about three years old, lying 
upon the bed, witb both bands and feet tied and al- 
most starved. He must have lain there several days. 
He was released and sent to Ei Pino toa friend.—/rom 
the San Franctaco Evening Post.

loser thirty-five per cent. McCaffrey has been training steaiily for 
the past two weeks at the Quaker City, and he appears confident 
that he will pot be defeated. The affair should attract a large 
crowd from this city, a3 it is only two hours’ ride. 


Recently, at Oil City, W. T., 8am Ropp and Fred. 
flesee fought, with bard gloves, for the championship of the Terri- 
tory and $300 a side, accurding to London prize ring rules. Euzene 
Hollemas aud William Clarkson acted as seconds for Hesse, Ed. 
Johnson and Tom Duck ‘tt furs Ropp; Jack Hinton was time-keeper 
and G. W. Lowry refirec. Inthe third round Ropp gave Hesse 
some terrific blows. In oe of these licxs Ropp succeeded in smash- 
ing Hesse’s nosc. They sparred for wind, when Ropp, secing an 
opening, rushed in on Jlesse, landing his right heavily on Hesse's 
jaw, knocking him completely over the ropes, where he lay with hia 
jaw broken. On time being calicd for the fourth round Hesse was 
still unconscious. 


On March 12 Steve Taylor, the well-known pugil- 
fut. was tn lered a benefit at Hasry Hill's theatre in thiscity. The 
bills announced that Alf. Greenficld wozld appear in a four-round 
glove contest with the New Jers:y heavy weight, an tho result 
was the theatre was packed to repletion. Greenfield did not ap- 
pear and Taslor offere 1 to box any man {io the house four rounds. 
Charicy Mitcticll agreed to box Taylor if he was paid $100. ‘I will 





‘give $50 toward the purse.” said Barney Maguire. and Harry Hilt 


tried to raise the other $50. Mitchel) mounted the stage and said: 
**I came here mercly to sce Greenficld spar. When I was asked to 


_ spar with Taylor for the $100 purse I said yes, I would; but when 


I got into the dressing-room to strip I was informed that the purse 
was only $59. I am looking for moncy, and not for glory, I am 
willing to stand to my agrccuent, but I will not spar for less than 
9100." Police Capt. Murphy, the popular and always cfficicnt offi- 
cer, said there siculd be no boxing for money, which settled the 
quesflon. The wind-up was between Taylor and Johnny Reilly. 


George Rooka, of New York, and George Fryer, of 
Fagiani, fought with hard gloves at Spor:sman's Park, New 
Orleans, La., on March 11. About 1,000 pcrsons were prescnt. 
R.ooxe hai trained for the affair. and centered the ring confident 
that he would defeat Fryer. Aficer the battle commenced, it was 
plain to b: scen that Rooke was no match for the Nottingham 
Slasher, aud although Rooke fousht by new tactics, Frycr out- 
fougnt him. anJ finally knocse1 him scnscless by an awful blow on 
tue neck. Ie was pushed up, and 1na few minutes revived, and the 
two men went at each other again. Fryer promptly plantcd two 
blows on Rooke’s face, anothcr on his arm, whic disabicd it, and 
finally another on his neck, bef»re which he went down in a heap. 
He stazgered to his fect again, but Frycr struck him a terrific blow 
on the pugular vein. Rooxe threw up his hands and f.11 forward oa 
his face inscnsible. Ie was pisked up, but dil not revive in tims, 
and the fight was declared in favor of Fryer. Rooke revived in 
about half a minute, but was completcly uscd up. The battle lasted 
1 minute and 10 seconds. 


There was a slashing mill fought on March 14, near 
Wilkes»arre, Pa., between ‘fom Caffrey and Jack McAvany, local 
puzilists, of Plains Township, Pa. Caffrey weighed 180 pounds, 
McAvany 190 pounds. They fought according to London prize ring 
rules, for $209. Many sporting men from the vicinity were present 
ani consilerable betting was done. Caffrcy, who is a scientific 
puzilist, was the favorite. In the first round, after some hard 
fighting, Caffrcy landed a right-hander on McAvany’s jaw, lifting 
him from bis fect. Un the second round McAvany was knocked 
down after some heavy blows hai been exchanged. In the third 
rounl Caffrey got a blow under the ear that felled him to the 
ground, ani at first it was thouzht that he was knocked out. He 
managed to come up, however, aad though he was knocked dow. 
fu the fou-th rouad, he showe. splendid :piuck and skill. Iu the 
Btth, sixth and soventh rounds Uaffrcy inflicted severe punishment 
on McAvany. A hoavy under-cut on tie jaw in the seventh round 
finished the fight, McAvany being knocked scuselcss. Wis face 
was a terribdi: sight, 1t being impossible to recognize his featurcs. 


Tom Kelly, of Bradford, Eng., whe seconded Paddy 
Ryan when he met John L. Sullivan at Mississippi City, Miss., is 
the defendant in a divorce suit at St. Louis. Tom Kelly is one of 
th- widest-kaown sporting charact:rs and pugilists in the West. 
The wife says in her p:tition that they were marricd on Jan. 10, 
1880, in this city, and tived together uutil Oct. 12, 1882, when she 
was compelled to leave him. Wi:hin one month after the marriage, 
she alleges, Tom struck her with his tist and then knocked her 
silly by a single blow. When she recovered she returned to her 
mother's house, where she remained until he induced her to re- 
turn to him under promises of bettcr treatment. Within another 
short mont!) he went at her again and discolored one of her eycs, 
kicked her. and laid her up fora weck again. She went to her 
mother's and again returned to Tom, only to reccive this time a 
broken li:t)+ finger by an attempt to defend herself from one of his 
sledge-hammer biows. This wa; in 1882, and on Oct. 9 of that year 
she instituted a suit for divorce, which she subscquently dismissed 
upon tbe earnest solicitation of Tom and his friends. When she 
next returned to him he said he was sorry he had not kept the 
‘Dutch woman” who was living with him. and thereupon pro 
eceded to do her up again. Three more assaults are alleged, one in 
August, 1884, one in December, 1884. and the last in February, 
1885. She then took final leave of Tom and resolved to institute the 
present suit. She says he owns a saloes and kas other personal 





property amounting to $10,000, with respect to ike she prays the 
Court in its decree not to forget her. 


One of the most desperate glove contests ever wit- 
nessed was decided on March (2 in the City Hall, Colambus, Ohio. 
The principals were Bob Farrell. of New York, formerly one of the 
first Sullivan combination, and cousin to Joe Coburn and Tom 
Hammond, of England. The men were well matched io size and 
weight. but Farrell's execution was much superior to the English- 
man's. Spfingheel Dick Goodwin did the honors for Hammond, 
and Jim Cox acted for Farrell. The contest was with soft gloves, 
accor jing to the ‘‘Police Gazette’’ rules, four 3-minute rounds, 
with 1 minute rest iotcrvening. Farrell led off io the first round 
with his left, planting it heavily on Hammond's jaw and getting 
away quickly. In endeavoring to repeat Farrcll was countered 
savazely by Hammond. Short-arm work followed until time was 
called, Farrell having done the best work of the two. In the 
second round Farrell forced the fighting and drove Hammond all 
around the stage until he got him against the wall, fighting hard 
with both hands. The crowd then gotin an uproar and rushed 
for the stage. Before the police faterfered Hammond was 
knocked over a chair by one of Farrell's savage blows. Al-hough 
the round lasted but a minute and a half Hammond was badly used 
up and looked groggy when picked up by ‘‘Springheel Dick.’’ It 
was nearly 2 minutes before a space could be cleared by the police 
for the men tocontinue the Ozhting. Farrell immediately went at 
his man, and ina short tim: landed a terrific right-hander on 
Hammond's be‘ly, rendcring the Englishman hors de combat. 
Hammond's second then threw up the sponge. Hammond says he 
has becn in seventeen fights, but nevcr before met such a wicked 
Gighter as Farrell. A majority of the members of the Legislature 
and a large number of the city and State eflicers were present at 
the mill. 


The pugilistic boom in sporting circles from Maine to 
Oregon Is the proposed seeond mecting of tne gigantic gladiators of 
the world, John L. Sullivan, the champion, and Paddy Ryan, the 
ex-champion. After Ryan's challenge to fight John L. Sullivan for 
$5,000 and the ‘‘Police Gazette’ diamond belt and the champion- 
ship of the world, no one expected a match would be ratified, but 
when Richard K. Fox agreed to accept Ryan‘s challenge on behalf 
of Sullivan, and agreed to back the latter against Ryan for any 
amount from $2,500 to $10.000, there was a great sensation among 
sporting circles, and when it was known that Sullivan had agreed 
to meet Ryan for any amount Richard K. Fox would put up, there 
was another boom in sporting circles. It was no rumor, but stcrn 
reality on Sullivan's part. It was reported that Ryan's backcr 
had posted $500 in Chicago, and RichardgK. Fox posted §300 with 
Harry Hill, because the latter held the $2,500 he posted in 1841 for 
Ryan to meet Sullivan in the great match for $5,000 and the cham- 
pionship of the world, and after the historical contest was decided 
he paid the stakes to Sullivan, who hai proved beyond doubt that 
he was the champion. Mr. Fox knew that neither Ryan nor his 
backer could object to Harry Hills biing Onal stakcholder, and 
that if he did object to Harry Hill acting in that capacity that he 
did not mean business. 

After all the boasting and pretended assurances and other overt- 
ares Ryan had published about how he could whip Sullivan he 
did not cover the $500 Richard K. Fox had posted, but agreed that 
he would first meet Jack Burke, a pugilist who would be no match 
for Ryan if he possesscs the fighting ability, courage and stamina 
aman Ryan’s size and weight shoul boast of. 

Burke is neatly forty pounds lighter than Ryan, several inchcs 
less in stature than the Trojan giaat, and is a mere boy in front of 
the ex-champlion. 

The announcement that Ryan was trying in the eleventh hour to 
avoid arranging a match with Sullivan right in the face of the 
many protestations that he dij not and would not meet any pug! 
ist in the ring uutil he had met Sullivan, by arranging a math 
with Burke, caused nearly every sporting man to shake his heal 
and say, ‘Ryan is afraid to meet Sullivan,’ and “Ryan isa big 
duffer. He cannot fight and never could.” Numerous invectives 
were huricd at Ryan, and many of his supporters have Icft his 
standard and pillory him asa rank coward. In the meantime 
Sullivan has published the following card in the Boston Herald : 

“The fact is that Ryan is scared of me, and if this match between 
him an Burke don't prove it, I don’t know what docs. When he 
put up his forfeit of $500 in Chicago, I suspected that he did uot 
mean business. He was careful not to place it in New York, 
where he felt i¢ would not lay uncovered an hour. Now. Burke, | 
think, is not inclined to mect me, but still I think he has a feeling 
that he is adie to do as much with me as any other mancan. Now, 
1 p-opose to give him a handicap, by offering to fight both him an! 
Ryan, each four rounds, with small gloves, one after the other, in 
the same ring and on the same night. I propose to prcss this 

challenge, and if I am not backed in New York, I will find plenty of 
men with money right here at my home toback me. With smal; 
gloves, Mr. Ryan and Mr. Burke will have all the opportunity to 
get in all che fighting they want, as the gleves may be of kid or as 
fine as they want them. 1 don't propose any feather pillows fot 
gloves.” 

In the meantime a dispatch came from Chicago from Ryan's 
backer which read: 

“Paddy Ryan will fight John L. Sullivan, according to the rules 
of the London prize ring, with small gloves, for $5,000 and no Icss 
sum, and che ‘Police Gazette’ diamond belt, representing the cham- 
pionship of America. Ryan will cover the $500 forfeit Richard K. 
Fox has posted with Harry Hillin New York, and mect Richard 
K. Fox’s representative, as he proposes, either in Chicago or half 
way, on March 23, to sign articles. The fight to take place within 
109 miles from New O-lcans in May.” 

On recciving tte communication Richard K. Fox sent the follow- 
ing dispatch to Paddy Ryan : 

“Your terms are acceptable to Sullivan and myself. Send on 
$500 to Harry Mill to cover the $500 the latter now holds, and Wm. 
E. Marding will mect you or your representative cither in Chicago, 
Pittsburg or this ¢ity, to arrange the match for $5,000. If you are 
in earnest and desire to keep up your reputation arrange the match. 
in a fair, sportsman-like manner. Sullivan and myself mean busi- 
ness, I assure you.” 

In reply te the dispatch Richard K. Fox sent to Paddy Ryan in 
roferen:e to his proposed match with Sullivan for $5.002. th: dia- 
mond belt and thé champiorship of the world, the followiag was re- 
ecivei March 13: 


To Richard K. Foz: 
IT am ready to arrange a match to fight John L. Sullivan for 
$5,000 a side, the diamond belt and the championship of the world. 
Harry Will has @6t notified me that he holds $500 of your money. 
If you mcan tusinéss and want to arrange a match send on your 
ropresentative to azreé apon a final stakeholder, a place of fight- 
ing, etc., and you will find that I am not afraid of 
meeting Sullivan I can be backed against Sullivan for 
$10,000, and in regard to Sullivan's claim that he will fizht. 
Burke and myself in one ring—that is boasting. He will 
Gnd that I am physically a better man than when we met at Mis- 
sissippi, and that he will have his hans fuil to whip me without 
making a double contest with Burke and myself. Now, here are 
the terms I pfopose: The match to be for $5,000 a side, and to be 
fought according to the rules of the London prize ring, with small 
gloves (the smaller the better will suit me). The contest to be for 
the ‘‘Police Gazette’? diamond belt and the championship of the 
world, aud to be fought three months from signing articles, within 
100 milcs of New Oricans, La., or within 100 miles of Butte City, 
or any place where there will be no interference. A responsible 
man to be final stakcholder, and the refurce to be selected at the 
ring-side. If this does not suit, I will bave no more to do with the 
matter. Pappy Byrax. 

Ta reference to Ryan's offer, Richard K. Fox said: 

“Why, if Paldy Ryan was anxious to arrange this match with 
Mr. Sullivan he ts well aware that he can settle all the prelimi- 
naries at short notice. Iam ready to put up any amount. from 
$1,090 to $3,000, on Mr. Sullivan in a match with Mr. Ryan. I shall 
send my representative to meet Mr. Ryan either at Pitteburg or 
Chicago on March 23 to arrange the match. Mr. Sullivan has 
agreed to meet Mr. Ryan within 100 miles of Butte City in May, 
and if these are not fair terms and Ryan does not accept them, then 
it is evident he does not want to meet Mr. Sullivan. On March 33, 
the question whether Mr. Ryan will meet Mr. Sullivan or not will 
be decided. My representative arranged the last meeting bctween 
Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Ryan. and he will have full power from Sul- 
livan and myself to arrange the match in a fair and sportsman-like 
manner. If Mr. Ryan has not got backers then he must acknowledge 
it and give up aspiring to the championship. 1 back Mr. Sullivan 
for to make sport and to please the sporting pu>lic, who are anx- 
fous to see the two rivals again meetin the arena. If Mr. Burke 
has any idea that he can defeat Mr. Sullivan, I will back the latter 
to meet both Mr. Ryan and Mr. Burke on the same day, for $10,000. 
The contest to be governed according to London prize ring rules 
and the men to use gloves."’

Sadler came to this country as © 
member of the Renforth Percy crew and it was in his arms that 
Renforth, then the champion of England. fell back in an expiring 
condition in the memorable four-oared match race against the 
Paris crew of St. John. In the Halifax race Sadler beat George 
Brown, of Halifax, Harry Kelly, of London, Robert Bagnall, of 
Newcastle-on-the-Tyne, Henry Coulter, of Allegheny, Pa., and 
George Lovitt, of Halifax. At Saratoga Lake, on Sept. 12, in the 
same year, Sadler beat Kelly, Johan Biglin, of New Yerk, Ellis 
Ward, of Cornwall-on-the-Hudsen, John Bright, of Newcastle, and 
Bagnall. Sadler, when he returned to Engtand, could get no one 
to row him, and according to. the rules could not be champion of 
England untess he rowed for and won the title. At last Bagnall 
rowed him a race on April 16, 1874, Which Sadier won, and on Kov. 
15, 1875, Sadler beat Boyd. -In the summer of 1876 Bdward Trick- 
ett, of Australia, challenged and rowed Sadler for the champion- 
ship of the world, and the race was rowed over the Thames 
course, Trickett winning easily. 


J.E.M., Fort Keogh, Montana.—A. P. Messenger, the retired 
chanipion bicycle-rider, was born in“Mew York city in 1848. He 
stands 5 & 954 in in height, and weighs 175 Ibs. In 1064 he was 
the chagapion velocipede-rider of America. On April 34, 1861, he 
rode 50 mafles on a velocipede against-Walicr Browu's time and won 
by 1b. On May 25, 1860, he defeiteg Wax. EB. Harding in 2 25-mile 
velocipede race fer the championship. On May 26, 1860, Messenger 
was defeated by the latter in a 25-mile race, and op May 27, 1609 

Messenger was again defeated by Harding. On June 18, 1889. Mes- 
senger accomplished the wonderful feat of riding 500 miles in 60b 
45m in a match against time. On Dec. 18, 1875, Messenger was de- 

feated in a 5-mile race for the bicycle championship by Prof. W. 
C. McClellan. He was then matched to ride 96h against Wm. B. 

Harding for $500 and the long-distance championship asd won by 
2 miles. In May. 1879, he entered the 72-hour bioyele tournament 
against Wm. Darling, Wm. Rutiand, A. Belard, Harry Welsh, 
Wm. De Nolelle and Wm. E. Herding, and was unplaced. 


A.D. E.. Portsmouth, N. H.—1. Jemmy Massey, the famous 
English pugilist, arrived in this countryon March 8, 1850. 2. He 
was born at Manchester, Eng., in 1824, stood 5 ft 3 in in height and 
fought at 116 Ibs. Massey began his career by fighting Crunshaw 
for £5 ($25) a side, and beating him in 20 rounds in 35m, on Dec. 25, 
1843, at Bagnely Moor. (Cheshire. In July, 1843, he defeated 
O'Brien, a powerful and experienced pugilist, for £5 ($25) a side. 
near Manchester, in 72 roundsin 8m. On Oct. 3 he fought Martin, 
a 122-pound man, for £4 (920) a side, at Dore Moor. Twenty-six 
rounds were fought, but no time taken. This battle ended in s 
wrangle and a draw. August 23 he beat Sheppard, another ex- 
perienced pugilist, in an off-hand match in 8 rounds, lasting 16m. 
On May 7, 1844, he beat Sam Brown, the Buster. for £25 ($125) a 
side at Ashopton. near Manchester, in 103 obstinate rounds, lasting 
128m. August6 he beat Bill Mills (Young Snacks) for £25 ($125) 
at Ferry Moor, near Cudworth, in 72 rounds, lastiug 80m. On May 
20, 1845, he beat Patsy Clay for £50 ($250) a side on the Sheffield 
road. near Manchester, iu 71 rounds, lasting 76m." Feb, 11, 1846, he 
beat Figser. of Leeds (weighing 16 Ibe more than Massey), for £30 
($150) a side at Cudwerth. in 8 rounds, lasting 210m. On June 16 
Massey bsat Enoch Horrl-ige, = first-class pugilist in the North, 
for 250 (9250), at Woodhead. in 10 rounds, lasting 18m. In October, 
1846, he met Reed in the London district. and, after an admirable 
fight. Massey lost the honors by an accidental foul blow. On Jan. 
19, 1847, Massey beat Jemmy Welsh at Long Reach, in & rounds, 
Jasting 135m, for £200 ($1,000). On April 13. 1847, he beat Young 
Norley for £100 (9600) a side, at Greenhithe, in 68 rounds, lasting 
10m. Jem Edwards, a smart pugilist of Cheltenham, who never 
was beaten, was next matched to fight Massey, and on April 26, 
1848, Massy was beaten by Edwards for £100 ($500) a side on the 
Balsham roed, near Newmarket, but not until 52 rounds, lasting 
194m, were fought. Jerry Noon was next brought out, and on Nov. 
19, 180, Massey and Noon met to fight for £100 
($300) a side, but efter 88 rounds were fouxht, lasting. 
178m, darkness came on, and both men being equally pun- 
ished, the referee ordered a draw. On July 26, 1851, Massey 
defeated Jemmy Welsh (second time) for £100 ($590), at Long 
Beach, in 56 rounds, lasting 42m. On April 6. 1852, he beat Mc- 
Nults, a 119-pouod man, for £100 ($500) a side (McNulty falling 
without a blow), at Long Reach. after 60 rounds, in 113m. On Dec. 
14, 1852, Masscy was to have fought Jemmy Welsh a third time for 
another £100 ($590) a sile, but was apprehended and bound over to 
keep the peace, etc. In fact Massey never went to scale frm fight- 
fog that day, because his word was as good ss any bonds. On 
Sept. 4, 1854, Massey clearly beat McNulty for £100 ($500) a side, at 
Lower Hope, in 76 rounds, lasting 154m. During 1855 Massey's 
weight, which had been gradually on the increase, went on to 131 
or 132 Ibs, all good fighting stuff, however. On Juue 17, 1856, when 
scaling as above, Massey fought the renowned Bill Hayes, scaling 
not Icss*than 137 or 138 Iba, for £100 ($590) a side. This was a pro- 
tracted meeting. The first ring was set up near Bentley. One of 
Massey's arms was injured out of use, but*he kept on fighting. In- 
terruption from the authorities caused the commissariat o make ap 
aijournment. The second sessiou (same day) came off in a field 
pear Ardleigh. Massey was in great pain, but fight he would and@ 
did.
